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Mosaic Pattern. 

(Bone hook No. 2, and single Berlin wool.) 

Make a chain for the foundation, do not break 
off. 

1st row — Work a treble into the 4th stitcJi, then 
7 more treble into the same hole ; * miss 2 loops of 
the foundation chain, and work i double in the 
next; miss 2 loops, work 8 treble into the next. 
Repeat from * to the end of row, and fasten off. 

2nd row — ^Join to the first stitch of preceding 
row by a double, then put the wool round the hook 
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and insert the hook from the back through the 
space left between the ist and 2nd treble of pre- 
ceding row (not through the exact centre, but so 
as to have only 2 threads above), then put the 
hook back, in the same way, underneath the next 
treble (which looks like a large chain) ; draw the 
wool through, then draw it through the next 2 so 
as to make a treble stitch. You ought now to 
have 2 loops on your hook, as in tricoter. Do this 
twice more, and when you have 4 loops on your 
hook draw the wool through all these stitches, and 
make i chain to draw it securely together. Work 
I chain to complete the stitch. * Work 3 chain, i 
double into the hole of preceding row between the 
4th and Sth treble stitches. Work treble stitches 
as described above, remembering to keep the last 
loop of all on the hook each time ; miss the double 
stitch in the former row, and when you have 8 
tricoter treble on your hook draw the wool through 



all stitches, then make i chain to end it securely. 
Repeat from *. There ought always to be 8 loops 
on the hook when' you get to the middle of a peak. 
At the end of the row there will only be a half 
square like the beginning. 

3rd row — Begin this row at the first chain of 
the foundation row, joining with a double stitch. 
Work 12 treble into the small hole formed by the 
I chain at the peak ; *i double into the same place 
as in the former row, working completely over the 
underneath stitch so as to cover it Work 8 double 
into the small hole at the next peak formed by the 
single chain-stitch. Repeat from •. You perceive 
that this row is all treble, there is no tricoten At 
the end of the row work 12 treble, and finish off 
by a single stitch into the last stitch of foundation 
row of chain. 

4th row — Join the wool at the 8th treble, which 
is the peak, by a single stitch, and then proceed

as in the second row; end with 3 chain into the 
last stitch. 

Sth row — Like 3rd, but begin at the same stitch 
as in preceding row. Repeat these rows alter- 
nately. The second engraving gives the ends of 
wool left exactly as in working ; this may serve 
to throw additional light on the explanations. 

6th row — Begin at the same place, and work 12 
this time, to make the first square complete. 



Baby's Bonnet. 

(i^-oz. 3-thread Lady Betty wool and ivory crotchet hook, 

No. 8.) 

Make a chain of 70 stitches. 

1st row — I chain, i double, into every loop. 

Do 34 rows of single crochet, but work into the 
back part of the stitch to form ribbed or Russian 
crochet. 
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3Sth row— Work i6 double crochet, decrease, 
36 double crochet, decrease, double into the last 
16 loops. 

Decrease in this manner in every row just after 
the first 16 loops, and just before the last 16. This 
forms the crown. When 40 rows are done decrease 
in the middle as well. In the 48th row work 16 
double, decrease twice, work the last 16 double, 
and this completes the crown ; sew it up neatly on 
the wrong side. 

Begin the border on the wrong side of the edge, 
as afterwards about an inch of the front must be 
turned back to form the frill part which goes round 
the face. Do * i single, i treble, 2 chain, i treble, 
I single ; these are all to be worked into the same 
loop ; miss 2 loops, and repeat from *. Do not break 
off the wool when this border is finished, but after 
turning back the front work through both edges 
to join this side, and make holes for running in 
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ribbon strings by crocheting i treble, 2 chain, 
alternately. 

Curtain. — ^Join coloured wool, and work 4 
rows of ribbed crochet as usual, but increase at 
the beginning of every row and also in the middle. 

5 th row — * 2 treble, 2 chain, miss 2 loops, i 
single in the next. Repeat from *. 

6th row — I double, i treble, which must be 
worked into the first treble of preceding row ; 2 
chain, i treble, into the next loop; 2 double, i 
single. This forms a scallop for the edge. When 
you get to the end, work along the edge of the 
curtain, keeping the scallop as even as possible, 
until you come to the part which is turned back. 
Work round each small white scallop thus : * i 
single into the single of preceding row, 3 chain, i 
single into the hole, 3 chain ; repeat from *. This 
finishes the hood, which is a very quick and easy 
pattern. 
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If preferred, you can do the hood all white, and 
line with Persian silk, making the curtain entirely 
of ribbed crochet, and bordering both front and 
curtain with white fur. 



Quilt or Couvrette. 

(Bone hook No. 3, double Berlin or fleecy wool.) 

Make a chain of 20 stitches. 

ist row — Put the wool round the hook, take up 
the 3rd chain as in tricoter, put the wool round the 
hook, and again draw the wool through this same 
loop. Pull the wool through the 2 first loops on 
the hook, then through the next 3 ; this leaves only 
2 loops on your hook when the stitch is finished. 
Miss I chain and repeat the thick stitch. At the 
end of the row work the last one thus : wool round 
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the needle as usual, pull the wool through the loop 
and wool, and then do i chain to make it the same 
height as the other stitches. 

There are now only lo stitches on the hook, so 
that in working back, which you do in the ordinary 
tricoter stitch, you must make I chain between 
each, which brings the number right again. 

Every row is alike. Do alternate stripes of dark 
and light green, and add tassels or fringe at each 
end. Join the stripes with black or yellow. 



Button-holes. 

In tricoter, work the first 2 loops of the garment 
as usual ; having now 3 stitches on your hook, work 
into the next 3 in double crochet. Continue 
raising the rest of the loops in the ordinary way. 
Work back, and when you come to the double 
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crochet stitches, make 3 chain above them. In 
the next row raise the 3 chain to make the number 
of stitches the same as before. 

In double crochet make 3 chain where you want 
the hole, and in coming back work 3 double over 
these 3 chain next the hole. Do just the same 
with treble stitches. 
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Fan Pattern. 

This is an exceedingly pretty stitch, and can be 
used for couvrettes in stripes, and for many other 
things, such as children's jackets, &c. Use a bone 
crochet-hook No, 2, and single Berlin wool 

Make a chain the length required ; if for the 
stripe of an antimacassar, make it five inches long, 
as the stitch is worked the short way, and you have 
to break off the wool at the end of each row. 



1st row — Raise 4 stitches in the usual tricoter 
stitch ; this makes S loops on the hook ; pull the 
wool through all 5, i chain. * Raise a stitch in 
tricoter by putting the hook through the small 
hole formed by this last chain, raise a second loop 
by inserting the hook through the back part of the 
next stitch (this is somewhat difficult ; you will 
have to pull open the stitch slightly with your 
finger) ; now raise the next chain-stitch of the 
foundation row, the last stitch having been part of 
the first * fan.* You have now 4 loops on the hook ; 
raise the next chain, now pull the wool through all 
5 loops, and work i chain to complete it and make 
the work secure. This ends the second fan. Re- 
peat from * to the end of the row. 

2nd row — Join the wool with a double stitch, 

raise a tricoter from the next, insert the hook 

through the next, and raise one ; this ought to 

be the little hole or centre part of the fan ; raise 

C 3 B 
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another stitch and now draw the wool through 
all the 4 loops which you have on the hook, 
• and make i chain to finish it. This ends the first 
fan. * Insert the hook through the hole formed 
by the last chain which you have just made, 
and raise a tricoter stitch ; raise the back part of 
the next stitch, which is the last stitch of the 
preceding fan ; raise the next stitch, which ought 
to be the centre hole of the fan in preceding row ; 
raise the next, but always remember to work into 
the back part of the stitch. You ought now to 
have 5 loops on your hook ; draw the wool through 
all 5 at once, and make i chain. This completes 
another fan. Repeat from * to end of row. In 
finishing the last fan you will only be able to 
have 4 loops to draw through. Every row is like 
the 2nd. 
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Womatis Hood. 

(4 oz. double Berlin wool and hook No. 2 ; i yard ribbon 
} an inch wide, 2J yards 2 inches wide, will be required.) 

This is not a pretty or elegant shape, but it is 
very warm and comfortable for travelling, and will 
be found useful for elderly people, also for poor 
women if they will wear one instead of a battered 
bonnet. 

Begin by making a chain of 62 stitches, and 
work back into each loop in double crochet. 

2nd row — Increase i stitch at the beginning 
of this and the following row. It is to be all done 
in rows of double crochet. 

When you have done 8 inches, or 26 rows, 
you begin to decrease. 

27 th row — Decrease at the beginning of this 
row. Decrease at the beginning of the 29th and 
30th rows. 
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34th row — ^At this and the following lo rows 
decrease 2 stitches; that is, you work into the 
3rd stitch instead of the 2nd. 

45 th row — Leave the last stitch of preceding 
row unworked, and decrease 2 as usual at the 
beginning of this row. Continue thus for 3 more 
rows. This makes the 47th row, and terminates 
the head. 

Curtain. — Now begin to work upon the founda- 
tion row of 62 chain. Work 12 double into the 
first 10 stitches, then take 2 stitches together each 
time ; work the last 12 as usual to match the first. 
There ought now to be 45 stitches, which must be 
rather loose. 

2nd row — Increase at the beginning of the row 
by working i chain. Increase again in the middle 
by working twice into the 23rd stitch. 

3rd row — For the remainder of the curtaia 
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always increase in these two places ; but now you 
must increase by working a chain-stitch in the 
centre. In the next row work 2 treble instead 
of a chain, and so on, alternately. 

5 th row — Mark a division with a piece of red 
wool between the beginning and the centre, and 
put another piece of red wool on the other side 
between the centre and the end. This divides the 
curtain into S places for increasings. Increase at 
the red marks as well as the other places in future, 
unless especially directed otherwise. 

7th row — Increase at the commencement as 
usual, and at the 9th stirch, but not at the mark. 
Increase in the middle, and again at the 9th stitch 
from the end. 

8th row — Work S stitches, increase. Increase 
at the red marks, at the centre, and at the Sth from 
the end. 

9th row — Never forget to increase at the begin- 
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ning and centre of every row. Increase at the nth 
and 24th stitches, also the same on the other side 
after passing the centre. Continue decreasing in 
this way until the depth of the curtain, measuring 
at the peak of the back, is 7 inches. 

Take a needle and wool, and draw up the hood 
into shape thus : — Leave 3 inches plain, and at a 
distance of ij inches from the edge gather it up 
into the proper fullness for fitting round the face. 
The 3 inches at each side being plain, cause all 
the fullness to come into the upper part of the 
hood. Next, sew the narrow ribbon inside the 
hood over this fulling to keep the gathers in place. 
Crochet a border all round the curtain and up the 
two fronts thus: — * Work 8 treble into the first hole, 
miss I loop, I single into the next hole, then miss 
I loop, and repeat from ♦. Finish off at the end. 
Increase at the corners. 

2nd row-^Join the wool and work a double 
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into each loop (not hole), work 3 treble into the 
centre hole, then a double into each of the next 
3 stitches, miss i loop, and work a double into the 
hole of the last row but one; that is, you must 
work quite over the single stitch of preceding row ; 
miss the next loop and repeat this scallop. 

Sew on the ribbon strings, and add a bow on 
the top of the hood and also at the back of the 
neck. 



Child's yacket tricotie. 

(Hook No. 6 and 2 oz, pale blue Berlin fingering.) 

Make a chain of 36 stitches. Work 17 rows, 
decreasing at the beginning of every alternate row. 

1 8th row — ^Work the first 2 in double crochet, 
finish the row in tricoter. 
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1 9th row — Like i8th. 

Work 8 rows plain tricoter, then 4 rows, in- 
creasing at the beginning. 

In the 32nd row decrease instead of increasing. 
Decrease every row at this place for the shoulder. 

36th row — Leave 3 stitches at the left side 
unworked. 

37th row — Leave 2 stitches. 

Henceforth decrease at each side until all are 
worked off. This finishes the first front ; do a 
second in the same manner, of course reversing 
the decreasings. 

Back, — Make a chain of 58 and do 2 . plain 
rows, then decrease at each side every alternate 
row until 17 rows are done. 

1 8th row — ^Work 3 double crochet, the rest 
tricoter, but do not raise the last 3 stitches. 
Work 6 plain rows. 
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25 th row — Increase at each side for 4 rows. 

30th row — Work 3 stitches and back, taking 
up the 2 last as one. Work back all the row, 
decreasing every alternate row at each end until 
39 are done. A row of double crochet, and this 
ends the back. 

Sleeve. — Make a chain of 44. 

1st row — Plain. 

2nd row — Take up only 32 and work back all 
but the last ii; 

3rd row — Leave 6 more stitches on the needle, 
and 6 more at the end as you work back. 

4th row — ^Take up all the stitches and work off. 

Do 9 plain rows. 

14th row — In every alternate row work toge- 
ther the 2 stitches on each side of the centre one 
for 16 rows. 

Work a row of double crochet and sew up. 
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Pockets, — These are straight pieces of tricoter, 
4 inches by 3, and are sewn on afterwards. 

Trim the jacket with loop crochet or loop 
knitting. 



Petticoats. 

A very strong and warm stitch is as follows : — 

Double crochet for the 1st row, and in the 
next and all succeeding rows work double crochet 
through both the loops of preceding row. 

For a medium-size petticoat without much full- 
ness use crochet-hook No. 8 and i lb. light blue 
coarse Scotch wheeling-yarn, or Berlin fingering. 
Make a chain of 1 1 2 stitches. Do 3 rows of 
double crochet, working through both stitches. 

4th row — 3 double crochet, 5 chain; double 
crochet in the remainder. 
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5th row — Double crochet as usual until you 
come to the 5 chain ; work 5 double into this hole, 
then the last 3 double. 

6th row— Increase every 6th stitch. Do 4 more 
rows ; then increase every 10 stitches. 

1 2th row — Like 4th. 

13th row — Like Sth. 

14th row — As usual. 

15th row — ^ Increase every 10 stitches, then 
work 3 rows as usual. Repeat from * twice. 

Then work the 4th and 5th rows again. The 
remainder is like the iSth and three following 
rows ; when the petticoat is half finished you 
need not increase so much. 

Border.— 3 double, i treble. Into the next hole 
work the following 3 stitches : I treble, I long," 

1 treble. Work i treble in the next stitch, then 

2 double on the next 2, and repeat. 
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2nd row — Double crochet in all except the long, 
into which work 3 double. 

3rd row — Work double crochet until you come 
to the peak, work 3 into this stitch, work 4 more, 
and miss 2 holes, which forms a scallop. 




On the opposite side to the holes sew flat 
buttons on a blue cloth foundation, to prevent their 
pulling through. A band is not necessary, but an 
elastic one can be added if preferred. 
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This can easily be adapted to any size : for a 
child, after the first 2 increasings, you need only 
increase every 7th row ; then, when half the length 
is done, decrease still more seldom. 

This kind of petticoat will wear for years. 

The band, or commencement, which does away 
with all fullness below the waist, is very nice for 
knitted petticoats. Join the knitted part, when 
you have done about 6 inches of crochet, to fit 
tightly over the hips. Sew the knitting and 
crochet together, making most of the fullness 
come at the back. 



Red Riding Hood. 

SIZE FOR GIRL OF NINE. 

(Single Berlin fingering wool, and hook No. 2.) 

This is all worked in fan pattern. For detailed 
explanation of the stitch, see page 16. 
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Make a chain of 68. 

The first row ought to have 34 fans. 

Continue the stitch until the work measures 
8 inches long (it ought to be 16 inches broad). 
Now decrease by beginning with 2 treble stitches, 
raise the next tricoter, raise the next, which is the 
centre hole, also tricoter, pull the wool through all 
3 loops, I chain, and go on as usual. Decrease at 
the other end too. 

Decrease at the beginning and end of every 
row until the work measures 12J inches long at the 
longest part. Work a border all round this part of 
2 chain, i single ; the straight part at the bottom 
is left as it is. 

* 

Curtain. — Make a chain of 52 and do i row of 
, fans. There ought to be 52. 

2nd row — ^Work to the centre, and out of the 
26th and 27th fans only make one. This decreases. 
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Decrease every row in the middle until the 
work measures ^ inches at the peak. 

Border. — Join the wool to the edge and work 
up the front, and at the back ; * 4 chain ; work a 
single tricoter into each of these chains, then draw 




the wool through, work a single into the next but 
one; miss l, work i single, and repeat from •. 
Increase at the corners by working an extra 
scallop. 
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With a needle and wool gather up the front of 

the hood into folds, sufficient to fit the head ; sew 

narrow red ribbon on this gathering, to keep the 
plaits in place. 

Also gather the back of the next in the centre 
for 9 inches, and gather a corresponding portion of 
the curtain. Sew the curtain neatly to the hood. 
Put a red-ribbon bow at the back and on the top 
of the head, and add ribbon strings. 

By using finer hook and finer wool it makes a 
very pretty baby's hood in white wool ; it can be 
lined with white Persian silk, and the curtain 
trimmed with swansdown. 
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Pyrenees Wrap. 

vHook No. 8y or even larger, and lo oz. white 

Pyrenees wool.) 

This wrap is very soft and light, and when 
finished must be doubled exactly in half, and a 
fringe can be added to the doubled edge, or it 
looks very well left plain. It forms a kind of 
sexagon pattern. Work very loosely. Begin with 
3 chain, unite in a ring. Work 3 double into this. 
Work in rounds of double crochet, increasing by 
working 2 into i to keep it a round shape. Do 
this until you have 12 stitches, and now the pattern 
begins. 

1st round — ^Work 2 treble into each stitch. 

2nd round — Work 8 treble into the first hole, 
C3 C 
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* miss 4, work 8 treble into the next hole. By a 
hole we mean, to work over into the preceding 
row. Repeat from *. There must be 6 sets of 
8 trebles. End off the round with a single stitch. 

3rd round— Work 8 treble into the centre. 
Between the 2nd and 3rd treble of preceding row 
work 4 treble, miss 2, work 4 more, miss 2, work 4 
more. This makes 3 sets of 4 trebles, or 12 alto- 
gether. Work thus into each set. 

4th round — * Work 4 treble into the first set of 
4 preceding ones, 4 into the second, and 4 into the 
third. This completes the first sexagon. Miss the 
hole, and repeat from *. 

5 th round — 4 treble into the first set, * 8 into 
the corner set, 4 into the next 2 sets. Repeat 
from *. 

6th round — Work 4 treble into the centre of 
every set. 

7th round — Like 6th. 
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8th round — 4 treble into the centre of each set, 
except the six comers, where you work 8. 
Repeat from 6th round. 



Long Purse. 

(Use a very fine ivory hook and medium purse twist. The 
hook being coarser than the silk gives the stitch an open 
appearance.) 

Begin with 1 00 chain, and work a double into 
every stitch. 

2nd row — ^Tum back, every row is alike ; work 
into each stitch, only through the upper part, not 
through both loops of preceding row. 

When 90 rows are done, crochet the edges 
together on the wrong side. Draw up I end, sew 
the other flat ; add rings and tassels. 
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Bead Purse. 

(Medium-sized needle, and 4 skeins purse twist) 

I bunch of steel beads ; thread a quarter of 
them on the first skein to begin with. For a 
gentleman, make a chain of 130; for a lady, no. 
Work a treble into every stitch, break off the silk 
at the end of the row. Always work a treble stitch 
exactly over the lower one. In the second row 
you begin to use the beads. When wide enough 
do I plain row without beads, like the first 

Sew the edges together, leaving 3 inches open 
in the centre. Draw up the ends, and add a bunch 
of b^ads for tassels and steel rings. 
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Parti-coloured Purse. 

m 

(2 skeins of fine white, 3 blue, and 3 black ; a fine crochet 

hook.) 

Begin with 210 stitches in white; you must 
leave off at the ends of the white rows, and fasten 
them off afterwards. 

1st row — I treble, i chain. Repeat 

2nd row — Begin in the same stitch, and work 
as before. 

3rd row — ^Join the blue, and work 10 rows of 
double crochet. 

13th row — ^Join the white, and do 2 open rows 
with white. 

iSth row — Now do 10 rows of double crochet 
in black. 

Repeat this pattern from the beginning. 
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It IS an improvement to work a pattern in gold 
colour on the black, and on the blue a pattern in 
steel and gold beads. 

Make up the purse as described before. 



Purse. 

Have fine yellow and black purse twist, and 
thread the black silk with gold beads. Begin with 
black, 200 chain. Work 3 treble, 3 chain, alter- 
nately, taking up a bead to each treble stitch. 
Finish off at the end of the row. 

2nd row — Still with black. Work 3 treble into 
the hole of preceding row, 3 chain, and repeat. 
Repeat this row. Now join the yellow, and do 
6 rows of double crochet. You need not break off 
the yellow silk at the end of the row, but turn back 
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and work through both stitches, not merely passing 
the hook through one loop. When broad enough, 
sew the sides together, and the ends flat. Make a 
festoon of beads in a fringe to the ends with double 
or even treble silk if possible, and fasten off" your 
ends very securely. 



Short Purse. 

Begin with 3 stitches, unite, work in double 
crochet rounds, increasing until you have 80 
stitches. Work 5 chain, 5 treble, alternately, round 
and round, until large enough. 
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Round Purse, 

STAR PATTERN. 

Rather coarse purse twist, l skein black, 2 rose 
coloured. Make 3 chain with black, unite, work 
I treble into the first stitch, increase in the next. 
Repeat this until you have 16 stitches in the 
round 

1st round — ^With coloured do i treble, increase 
into the next with black. Repeat 

2nd round — Two coloured, increase in the next 
with black. Repeat. 

3rd round — 3 coloured, increase with black in 
the next. Repeat. 

4th round — 4 coloured, increase in the next 
V\rith black. 
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Continue thus until you have nine coloured 
stitches at each point, having the increased black 
stitches between the points. 

You must now diminish the number of coloured 
stitches, consequently you add to the black. The 
last stitch in the 9th round was increasing. 

1 0th round — * 8 coloured, black increase, then 
2 plain. Repeat from * 

nth round — * 7 coloured, increase black, 4 
plain. Repeat from *. 

1 2th round — 6 coloured, increase with black, 6 
plain. Repeat. 

13 th round — 5 coloured, with black increase, 

« 

then 8 plain. Repeat. 

Continue in this way until you have only i stitch 
of coloured, which finishes the star. Do 2 black 
rounds, increasing in the same stitch as before. 
Then 2 coloured rounds in the same manner. 
This finishes one side of the purse. Work a second 
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like it. Join by crocheting together, leaving space 
enough for the snap. 

This pattern does for beads Instead of coloured 
silk, with this difference, that the pattern or beads 
will be on the wrong side of the work : this, of 
course, must be made the right side of the purse. 
Worked in cotton it makes a very good d'oyley, 
but in that case add a little scalloped border round 
the edge. 
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Very Handsome Purse. 

(6 skeins of fine purse twist and i8 rows of steel beads are 

required.) 

Thread the steel beads on fine black purse silk. 
Each end of the purse consists of a solid star of 
steel beads, terminating in 12 small Vandykes; 
from every alternate vandyke a small pattern of 
steel beads, 8 stitches wide, runs up the purse about 
2 inches in length. At the end of these the open 
part of the purse begins, to form which you must 
work backwards and forwards, thereby making a 
row on the right side and one on the wrong, alter- 
nately working the beads at the commencement 
and ending of every other row. Repeat in this 
way until there are 32 rows for the open part, re- 
commence the pattern of 8 stitches, and finish with 
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the solid star as before described. This is a general 
description of the purse, more minute directions 
are as follows : — 

Begin with 3 chain, join them to form a ring. 
Work in treble, increase every other stitch during 
the 3 first rounds. Continue increasing until you 
have 60 stitches, then form the 12 Vandykes by 
working 5 bead stitches, then i plain. Repeat. 

In the next round do 3 bead stitches on the 
centre of the 5 in last row. 

For the finishing row of Vandykes do i bead 
stitch over the centre of 3 in last row. This 
completes the star, after which work any pattern 
of 8 stitches as before described to form the 
stripe. 
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Baby^s Hood. 

(i oz. pink Shetland wool, and bone hook.) 

Make a square of 3 crochet, i treble ; work the 
3 treble into a hole. 

Increase at each corner until the square measures 
II inches across. Henceforth increase only at 
three corners ; the fourth is for the front. 

Work six more rounds (or more if for large 
size), and crochet in scallops round the two sides, 
which are to form the curtain. The other two 
sides, which are for the front, must be left plain. 

Border for the front — With a steel netting- 
needle and white Berlin wool work all down the 
front 
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2nd row — Fill the netting - needle with the 
white wool threefold (or filled from three balls 
at once), and work three times into every loop. 
This makes a full fluffy border all round the face 
and fronts. 

^ Run pink ribbon round the neck at a distance of 
3 J inches from the edge. This 3| inches forms the 
curtain. It is not necessary to run ribbon round 
the face, as the first row of netting draws it in 
sufficiently. 
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Penwiper. 

Any bell-shaped flower is easily made by uniting 
4 chain in the darkest shade of wool ; work in rounds, 
of 2 treble, i chain, increasing every now and then. 
After 5 rounds join a lighter shade, and do not 
decrease again. Make the inside of the bell out of 
a tassel of black wool. Work 4 lengthways green 
leaves on the top, and a short piece of double 
crochet for a stalk. 
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Ladys Shawl. 

(lo oz. white Shetland wool and bone hook No. 2.) 

Begin with a chain of 4 stitches, unite in a ring. 
Into this ring work 4 treble, i chain, four times ; 
unite the last stitch with a single. 

2nd round — Work 8 treble into each hole 
formed by the i chain. 

3rd round — Between the 3rd and 4th treble of 
previous row do 4 treble, miss 2, work 4 more treble, 
miss 2, and work 4 more treble between the 6th 
and 7th of preceding row : this is the first comer ; 
work the other 3 comers the same. 

4th round — Work 4 treble into the centre of 
every 4 in preceding round. 

5th round — Into the comers work 8 treble, and 
increase. 
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Repeat the 4th and 5th rounds alternately 
until lat^e enough, then add a fringe by looping 
2 strands of wool into each alternate stitch. 




Infant's Shawl and Hood in one. 
Work like preceding pattern with Pyrenees 
wool, of which you will require 8 oz., until the 
work measures ij yards square, or smaller if 
desired ; then add a border. 

C 3 D 
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Border. — 8 treble, i single, alternately, for a 
scallop. Now, to form the hood, fold the shawl 
diagonally, and draw up about 1 6 inches in the 
middle by running in narrow white ribbon, as 
shown in engraving. 



Lace. 

(Fine crochet cotton and steel hook.) 

Begin with 17 c^iain, then work i single, i 
double, I treble, 13 long. 

2nd row — 3 chain, 3 treble. The 3 chain are 
to be the beginning of your treble, so this counts 
as 4 treble now done ; i chain, miss i, i treble, 
alternately, 4 times, then work 5 chain, and go 
back to the commencement 
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When you have done as much of this foundation 
as you require, you begin the edging, which is done 
lengthways, and now you will have to tireak off 
your thread at the end of every row. 

3rd row — I single into the first point, i chain, 
I picot, 4 chain, i picot, I chain. Repeat. A 
picot is worked thus : 5 chain, do a double into 
the first of the 5 chain. 

4th row — ^*i single into the centre of the 4 
chain in preceding row, 7 chain. Work back on 
these 7 chain thus : i single, i double, i treble, 
I long, 2 chain, and repeat from *. 

5 th row — I single into the point of your first 
Vandyke, then 3 picots; a single into the next 
Vandyke. Repeat from *. 
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Rosette. 
(to be used for d^oyleys, covers, and cushions.) 

Make a chain of 7, unite. 

1st round — 3 chain, 15 long treble into the 
ring ; join the last to the 3rd of the 3 chain by a 
single. 

2nd round — 6 chain (the first 4 of these count 
as a D T), I D T in the next loop. Do this 
alternately, i D T, 2 chain. There must be, 15 holes 
altogether in this round. Join the last with a single 
into the 4th chain of preceding round, i D T or 
double treble is to put the cotton twice, instead 
of once, round the hook. 

3rd round — I double into the first hole, *5 chain^ 
I double into the next Repeat from * At the 
end work i single into the ist single of this round. 
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4th round — 2 single into the 2 first stitches, I 
double into the next " 14 chain, i single into the 
gth to make a ring, i chain, i picot (a picot is 5 
chain, working a single into the first of the 5), 1 
chain. Now crochet into the ring, and to do this 




you will have to turn the work round for the time. 
Work 9 D T into this ring, each one divided fay a 
picot Then do I chain, i picot, i chain, l double 
into the ring, Now have the work as usual to show 
the right side of the crochet, and do 4 double into 
the original chain stitches. Work 4 more chain, 
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and do a double into the next hole but one. This 
finishes the first flower. Work 7 more, but with 
the rest you must join them together thus : When 
you come to the middle of your first picot after 
the first D T, you take your hook out of the 
stitch, insert the hook in the middle of the cor- 
responding picot of your first flower, and pull the 
stitch through. 

With the last flower of all you must remember 
to join to two, and finish with i single into the first 
double of this row. 

Any size cotton and a steel hook can be used ; 
the finer the prettier. 
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Braces. 

Coarse imperial knitting silk of any colour, and a steel hook. 
The silk must be of a tightly twisted kind, or it will catch 
in the hook. You have to work over cord ; and if you 
cannot procure it of the right colour, as it must match 
your silky use the silk double, or single if preferred. 

Begin with 27 double crochet, working round 
the cord for a foundation, instead of a chain as 
usual. When this is done, sew the cord and silk 
together with needle and thread, to prevent its 
slipping. On account of the variety in silk, it is 
best to state that the work must be two inches 
wide ; so if, after doing a short piece, you find it 
too wide or too narrow, alter the number of stitches 
accordingly. 

2nd row — Work a double into every loop ; always 
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work over the cord, passing it back as you turn ; 
but into the centre stitch work 3 double. Every 
row is like the 2nd until the work is 21 inches long. 
Now work lengthways, thus : I double into the 




first circle formed by the turning of the cord, 3 
chain, 3 long treble into the first of the chain. 
Repeat Work a second strip in the same manner, 
and send to a shop to have made up ; it is quite ' 
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possible to do them yourself, provided you have 
another to copy from ; fold the ends across each 
other, and bind with strong white jean, adding a 
broad double elastic, with a leather strap. Straps 
and buckles at each of the other ends. 

But if you prefer having them all crochet, as in 
the engraving, make a chain of 44 stitches with the 
silk, but not over the cord. Unite the last 26 into 
a ring by working a double into the i8th stitch. 
This is for the button- hole. Work the last 18 
double. 

2nd row — Now turn back, and continue working 
in double crochet. When you come to the top, 
increase every now and then, to preserve a proper 
flat shape. Work in this manner until this strap 
is the width of the brace. Do a second, and sew 
to the ends very firmly, binding with Vhite sateen ; 
cover this afterwards with silk of the same colour 
as you have been working with. 
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For the other ends : make a chain of 80, join 
the last 24 into a ring, to form the first button-hole ; 
10 double, 12 chain, miss 12 loops; 10 double, 12 
chain, the remainder double. 

Turn back and work 2 more rows, increasing at 
the top whenever requisite to keep the proper 
shape. Fasten to the other ends in the same 
way as you did the first. 
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Crochet d Travers. 

1st row — IS crochet tricoter. 

2nd row — Henceforth do not raise the straight 
stitches in the usual way of doing tricoter, but raise 
the lengthway stitches which lie between. Before 
you get accustomed to the work count your stitches 
at the end of the row, to be sure you have not 
decreased. 

To prevent the work slanting you miss the first, 
and work into the last loop of all. 
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Chair-back. 

(Work with dcru coloured thread and a steel hook.) 

The couvrette is formed of medallions. Fill up 
the small centre hole by a lace wheel of ^cru silk ; 
fill up all the spaces between the medallions with 
point-lace stitches ; wheels are the best,' done in 
silk. Line the couvrette with ^cru, or blue batiste, 
and add tassels. Make a chain of i6, and unite 
with a single. 

1st round — 7 chain, * i cord into the next loop ; 
2 chain. Repeat from *. At the end of the row 
join the last 2 chain to the 5th of your first 7. 
A ' cord ' IS worked thus : instead of putting the 
thread once round the hook, as in treble, put it 3 
times. Pull the thread first through the chain, then 
through 2 loops, again through 2 loops, again 
through 2 loops, then through the last 2. This 
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gives the stitch something the appearance of a 
rope, and makes it much longer than a treble. 
There ought to be 1 6 holes in this round. 

2nd round — 3 double into every hole; end by a 
single into the first one. 

3rd round — 5 chain (these count as the first 
cord) ; work 2 cords into the next loop, but do 
not quite -finish ; keep one of their threads still on 
the hook, as in tricoter ; do a cord into the next, 
keeping the last thread still on the hook. Now 
pull the thread through all 4 at once, then through 
the last 2. This finishes the first petal. 5 chain, 
and another petal. Repeat. There must be 16 
petals in this round. Join the last 5 chain with 
a single to the 5 chain which counted as the first 
cord. 

4th round — i double into the point of petal, 
8 double into the next hole, * i double into the 
point of next petal, 4 double into the next hole 
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(to fill it half up), 7 chain, take your hook out and 
insert it into the 6th double of the 8 which you had 
worked into the previous hole. You must always 
join in this manner, by taking the hook out of the 
loop you are working; putting the hook into the 
given stitch, and then pulling the loop through 
from the back : this effects a join without being 
seen. ' Now work 1 1 double into the hole formed 
by the 7 chain which you have just made ; 4 double 
into the hole into which you have already done 4 
(this is the other half of it) ; i double into the point 
of next petal, 4 double into the next hole, 7 chain ; 
join the last of these 7 to the 4th double of your 
previous hole, work 6 double into these last 7, 
9 chain, join the 9th chaiin to the 6th of previous 
1 1 double, and into the hole formed by the 9 chain 
work 1 5 double ; do 5 double into the next lower 
hole, which had 6 double in it before ; then 4 double 
into the next lower hole, which already had 4 in it. 
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Repeat from *. The pattern you will perceive 
consists of loops, which you keep fastening back- 
wards and then working over. After the first 
medallion is finished, you must join them by the 
edges as you work. 

Another pretty way of making these couvrettes 
is to work with very coarse ^cru cotton, and join 
to squares. of coarse brown linen. The linen must 
be button- holed round the edge and worked in 
linen work; that is, a certain number of threads 
drawn out, and the cross -threads which are left 
twisted into a pattern. Join two of the scallops to 
one side of the square, and afterwards fill up the 
spaces with wheels done in ^cru thread, or you can 
put blue silk squares instead of linen. 

If you use fine crochet cotton make several of 
the medallions into a square, and then cut the silk 
square of that size. 
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
